This meeting will con- 
tinue up to and including Saturda.v, Noveml»er 29, 
bringing to a close the Maryland season of 1919. 

While a number of tlie more pretentious stables 
now racing at Pimlico will go into winter quarters 
immediately after the conclusion of Wie Maryland 
Jockey Club meeting, still there are quite a few 
of the larger racing establishments that will send 
representatives to the Bowie track. For this reason 
racing secretjjry Joseph McLennan is now busy 
compiling several spt'cial races for the better class 
horses, in addition to the regularly arrangt^l pro- 
gram. Mr. Mcl>*niian has had stables reserved for 
the following prominent turfmen: W. R. Coe, The 

Beach Stable, Ral Parr. R. F. Carman, (1. W. 
I»ft, C. M. Garrison, W. T. Wilkinson, Samuel

$7,500 to $8, .500 will Ik* distributed among tlie 
horsemen daily resulted in km*ping in this vicinity 
n numl>er of horsemen who intend to race during tlie 
winter and would now be on their waj' either to 
New Orleans or Havana, Cuba. They will now 
finish out tlie Maryland season at Bowie and then 
proceed to tlieir winter destination. 

The Bowie track is in fine condition, and with 
a higher grade of horses taking part in the racing 
Rome of the old-time marks are in danger of lM*ing 
Khattered. Track superintendent Pending says the 
course will In* niucli faster tlian ever liefore, and 
unless an unusually long wet siiell sets in patrons 
of the Prince George track will see some grand 
M|M>rt. 

Difficulty i.s being experienced in taking can* 
of all tlie applications for stall room, and H has 
lM*en decided to allot quarters only for horses reail.v 
to race. No yearlings will 1 h* iHTiiiitted on the 
grounds during the ipcetiiig. 

Joseph A. Murphy, who has been in New Orleans 
for tl^e past wi*ek or ten days in coiiiiection with 
the coming winter meetings in the Crescent City, 
is exi>ecteal here Wetlnesday and will again officiate 
in the stand at Bowie, AssiKdated with him will 
lie J. H. Anderson and George Miller, while the 
RtCAvards of the meeting will 1 m* E. C. Smith, W. 
1*. Spurgeim and C. t'. Hall. Edward Triln* will 
again do the starting and .Joseph McLeniian is the 
racing secretary. 

Tiiere is no reas<ui to doubt that tlie wonderful 
interest disidayt*«l in racing during the fall ineet- 
iiigs at Havre «h* tJrace, l..;iuri‘l and i’inilico will lie 
continued at Bowie and will result in I'rince t;eorge 
I'ark iN'iiig called uikui to accommodate the largest 
crowds in its history. 

NEW OWNER OF THE RANCOCAS FARM 

XEW YOIIK, X. y., NoVflllliiT 10.— The bi-li.-f is 
general in s«*mi-official circles of horseiiien that the 
old Rain*oc:is Farm, near WoiMlbiiry, N. .1,. has lK*eu 
piirchas(‘d for a br<*<*diiig establishment by Mr. 11. 
Sinclair, who, it is generally iiiid.Tstooil, is inter- 
ested in many of Mr. llihlreth’s horses. It has 
been the intention of Mr. Hildreth for some lime 
to buy a breeding farm. Raiiein-as was first es- 
tablished by the late Pierre iMirrilard, and after 
his death it lM*came the proja riy of “Mrs. Livings- 
ton, who has bn*d and raised many ginsl horses dur- 
ing the past fifteen years. 

While many of New York’s racing f<dks con- 
template a winter’s campaign in New Orleans and 
Havana, the majority will not leave until after 
the Chriiitnias holidays. Max Marks and his crc>v 
will go to New Orleans tin* first of the year. 

SINGULAR HAPPENING IN FRANCE 

The French racing paiiers tell of a singular 
happening which took place the other day at 
Loogcbunii>s. After G. Stern had ridden a horse 
calleil Naufrageur in a race the trainer, Adele, 
violently reproached the jockey with having been 
, the cause of the bad iH*rformaiiee of the horse. Stern 
promptly took the matter to the stewards, who 
uddreased u strong reprimand to the trainer for his 
Attitude. 



Last year Commander J. K. L. Ross headed the list of American winning owners with a stable total 
in money won by his horses of .$99,179. This year he Indds the saiiie exalted position with the huge 
aggregate of .$204,272 already to the endit of his imwerful stable, with a prospect of adding materially 
to this sum lH*fore his horses are sent into wint<>r quarters. Siii« <* 1908 no other Aiiierieaii stable has won 
as much. The ciiaiiipioii three-year-old Sir Barton was the principal contributor to this great sum, but 
he had other stars of high class ably assisting. Subsc«iuent to tin* d€*ath of James R. Keene. Samuel C. 
Hildreth headed the winning list for thr«*e consecutive years, but neither in 1909. 1910 or 1911 did his 
horses win so great an aggregate as this year, when he is only second. Under the circumstance;; the 
$108,300 piled up for him by Mad Hatter, Purchase, Luculiite and the other hrilliaiit racers in his stable 
constitutes a reiiiark.^ble record. H. 1*. Wbitn(*y is third and has had a good yi'ar in comparison with 
1918. but nothing to <*ompare with tlie Glen Riildle Farm, which, from a modest $2,3.57 in 1918, advanced 
to the fat total of $87,970 in 1919. the reason lK*iiig the magiiiiieeiit two-year-old Man o’ War. There is 
gratified pride and indf in the possession of such a grand specimen of the thoroughbred, but the first- 
iiam<*d emotion weighs more heavily with Man o’ War’s owner than tlie gains due to his superb sjieed.

PIMLICO, Md., November 10. — The Greenlree 
Stable furnished the winner of today’s feature at 
Pimlico when the promising three -year- old fencer 
Roi (’raig bejit Kwoneshee out a length and a half 
In the Elkridge Steeplechase. Roi (’raig received 
a perfect ride from Vincent Powers and ran a good 
race. The son of Roi Herode w’as always close up, 
passed Kwoneshee after taking the twelfth Jump, 
and held the Lewis jumiier for the remainder of the 
distance. Kwoneshee fenced in his usual brilliant 
style, but tired suddenly after assuming the lead. 

An extraordinarily large crowd for a Monday was 
present at Pimlico totlay. The track was at its 
best and the racing interesting enough to please the 
most exacting. 

The .Viiuaiiolis Handicap was the main attraction 
on the flat, and it brought together a good band 
of fast sprinters. The three -year -old Ophelia, how- 
ever, spoiled what looked like the real contest of 
the day by scoring in runaway fashion, 'iradhig 
throughout and winning by two lengths, with Valor 
second and Tippity Witchet third. Ophelia ran the 
three-quarters of a mile in 1:11%, a new tj-ack 
record for the distance. 

A large band of maiden racers of all ages con- 
tested the op<*uiug race, which resulted in a stub- 
bornly fought finish. Half of the big field were 
closely bunched entering the stretch at which the 
pacemaker Rubber II. began to tire after enjoying 
a commanding lead from the start. Then a wild 
scramble ensued and War Duty flashed past the 
winning line slightly in advance of Rnnuyven with 
Freemautlc*. Rubidium and Duke John following 
closely behind. 

Samuel Ross’ good filly Toucanet rewarded the 
talent by a decisively achieved victory in the second 
race. King’s ('hampion being no match for* her in 
the final drive. 

The Chesapeake Purse was the fifth race on the 
card and, under the conditions, two-year-olds and 
three -year- olds only were eligible to start. Four 
two-3'ear-olds and six three -year- olds formed the 
field. Marmite was most fancU*d by the public, 
but the filly My Dear, a two-year-old daughter 
of King James — Bettie Landon, furnished a sur- 
liriso by defeating the favorite in a hard fought 
finish. 

BEST FINISH OF AFTERNOON. 

.Another thriller came in the following race. 
Whimsy, Knot and Siesta came tearing down the 
finish so elosidj' aligned that only the judges could 
separate them. Whimsy was awarded the decision 
by a nose, with Knot second only a head in advance 
of Siesta, which in turn was but a half length to 
the good of Ground -Swell. 

Polroma ran a sparkling race to capture the 
final contest of tlie afternoon, leading for the entire 
mile and three -sixtet*nths, gamely and 8ucet‘ssfully 
withstanding the mighty closing rush of Dandy 
Dude. 

W. (^. Daly was an arrival from New York. H<» is 
on his way to Havana,, wliere his horses will be 
slii;>|M‘d at the eonelusion of the Bowie meeting.

The more 
of the average class of Sway we Imve the better racing we have, iiie great blazing stars of tlie track 
are too few’ in numlier to serve as more than jin occasional attraction, while the daily needs of the great 
si»ort must la* supplied by tlie more nnmerons raeers of tlie second class, middle class and tliose still 
low’er ill comparative rating. Sw’ay is one of the many valtinblc horses o>yiiig existenee to the bringing 
of Rock Sand to our land. No one questions tlie benefits conferred on onr breeding industries by that 
great representative of the St, Albans line of Stockw’ell, tlie pity being tliat he did not abide with us 
longer. However, he has left sons and daughters with ns capable of keeping him in fresh renicmbranee. 
of which Vulcain is not the least imiiortaiit. On his dam’s side he comes from the noted Belmont “lady” 
line of brood mares — loidy of the Valley, loidy Violet, Lady Rosebery and Lady Blessirigton, than which 
there are none better in our Stud Book. Sway’s dam owes paternity to Star Ruby, a son of the w’onderful 
brood mare Ornament and a half brother to the still more wonderful race mare Sc*eptre. Could anything 
be better, bringing in as it does a commingling of Hampton, Lord Clifden, Newmlnster, Kettledrum, 
Bend Or, Doncaster and tlie famous Agnes line of brood mares. Tlien there is an infusion of Rayon d’Or, 
of Leamington, of Lexington, of Tlionnanby and of Aiistraliau, all of whieli does not in the least detract 
from the strength and interest of the following iiedigree:

HOW TO HUNT THE SUSPICIOUS SEAL 

The seal’s sun naps on the Arctic ice are continu- 
ally disturbed by his dreams of his enemy, the imlar 
bear, or at least that seems a reasonable way of 
intenireting his btdiavior, for after sleeping for 
thirty seconds or iierhaps a minute, he will wake 
up, ‘raise his liead as high as he <*onveniently can, 
which is fourteen or sixteen inches, and make a 
complete survey of. the horizon. If nothing sus- 
picious is seen, this survey takes about ten seconds, 
after which he drops his head on the ice again 
and sleeps a minute more. 

Sometimes the ice is. a little rough in his vicinity 
and you <‘an crawl up. and shoot him from l)cliin(l 
cover, but more frequently li«* has eliosen a lev«‘l 
expanse where no <-oncealnient is iKissible, and you 
must, tIier(‘fori‘, approach him realizing tliat lie is 
going to see you before you an* near enough to 

SllCK>t. 

No mamtual that is know’ii bas eyesight wliieli at 
all compares with that of a man. A wolf can 
see you under favorable conditions a little mort* tlian 
a lialf mile away; a curilsm at 'a little* more than 
a ipiarter of a mile, and a seal commonly at about 
tfirce hundred yards, if you are standing up, or one 
hnndn’d yards if yon arc* lying down. You can 
walk unconcernedly toward a seal until less than 
four hundred yards aw’uy, after which you liegin a 
careful approaeh. Yon crawl aliead on all fours 
w’hile he slcH*ps nnd .vou lie flat and motionless 
while lie is awake. It might seem that something 
could lie gained by w’i*aring whiter clothing to match 
the SHOW’, but this is the reverse of wisdom, for 
tlie seal’s one enemy that he fears is a iwilar liear. 
and tlie isdar lH*ar is white. If a scnil se<?s an.v- 
thing tliat is suspicious and w’hite lie takes discre- 
tion to Ik* the lK*tter part of valor and dives 
pnmiptly into his hole. If the suspicious object is 
Idack. he assumes tliat it is probably another seal 
that has <‘ome out of anotlier hole to bask in the sun. 
It is, therefore, the task of the hunter to simulate 
u seal. 

Wlieii the seal first sees you liis actions are un- 
mistakable. He tnrn.s so as to face you directly; 
he raises his ln*ad a trifle higher than bc*fore, and 
instead of lK*nding his neck to survey tin* <*oniplete 
horizon lie looks at yon steadily and intently. You 
must iM* careful that his first view’ of you shall be 
a broadside view’, for a man lying flat resembles 
a seal most in tliat imsition. It is best to lie still 
with one’s iiead on the ice for about a half minute; 
Init the seal knows the habits of his own kind as 
W’ell as the c-arefnl hunter know’s them, and if you 
were to lie motionless for more tliau a minute at a 
time he would strongly sus|>ect that you were not 
a s«*al, and in two minutes he would probably 
Ik* c-oiivinc-ed and would go into the water. It is 
necessary, therefore, after almiit a half minute of 
ipiieseenec*. to raise your head seal fasliion twelve 
or fifteen inches above the iet», keep it there about 
eight or ten seconds, and drop it on tlie ice again. 
Ry the time this has been repeated three or four 
times the seal is c'omnionly convinced that .vou are 
one of his kind and will begin again to take his 
interrupted mips. 

If la* is more suspicions tliau ordinary it may be* 
advisable to move your fec*t a little as well. Like 
many otiier animals, a seal is cominonly lousy and 
serat«-lies frc*<iiiently with his hind flipiK*rs. If a 
man lying flat flexes his legs from tin? knee tlie 
motion is similar to that of a seal seratcliiiig with 
his hind flipi>ers. Tliese tactics nearly ahvays <*on- 
viin*e the most skeptical seal, and wlien once his 
regular naps are resumed you move ahead suakewise 
W’hile he sleeps and play seal whenever he is aw’ake, 
wateliing you. 

Approaching a seal in this fashion is tedious at 
best, for it takes an liour and a half or tw’o hours 
to get within fifty to seventy -five yards.

CLASSIFIES BREEDS 

, November 10. — Through its 



w’oekly news letter the United States l>‘partiuent 
of Agriculture has: announced its adopthm of the 
follow’ing terms and definitions for use in the 
campaign to educate horse iireeders and other live 
stock men in the k€*eping of “better sires’’: 

Purebred — A pure bred animal is one pure 
breeding, representing a definite, recognized breed 
nnd both of w’liose parents wert* pure bred animals 
of tlie same bri*ed. To bo considered pure breil, 
live stock must be either registered, eligible to 
registration, or* (In the absence of public rt'gistry 
for that cla.*Js) have siicli liiu*nge that its pure 
breeding can lie definittely proved. 

TlHiniiighbred — The term “tlioroiighbred” applies 
a<‘ciirately only to the !in*t*d of Tunning horses ellgi- 
Iile to registration in the (iciM'nil Stud Book of 
Englund. the American Stud Book or affiliat«*d 
stud liooks for thoroughbred horses in other coun- 
tries. 

Standardbred — Applietl to liors<*s this term re- 
fers to a distant breed of American light horses, 
which includes both trotters and pacers which aie 
eligilile to n>gistratioii in the Amerieun Trotting 
Register. Applied to poultrj- tlie term includes all 
birds bw‘d to conform to the standards of form, 
color, markings, weight, etc., for the various breeds 
under the standard of perfection of the American 
Poultry Association. 

Scrub — A scTiib is an animal of mixed or un- 
known Iireeding wit limit definite type or markings. 

Urossbred — Tliis term apidies to the progeny of 
pure bred parents of different breeds of the same 
siKH'ies. 

Grade — A* grade is the offspring resulting from 
muting H pure lired with a scrub, or from muting 
animals not pure bred, but liaving close pure bred 
ancestors. The offspring of u pure bred and a 
grade is also a grade, but through progresMve im- 
provement becomes a high grade.

Uonsefiuently it is much more difficult to pick 
out the leader wiieii the horses are five or si; 
furlongs away. For such a well -grown horse Tetra 
tenia is w’onderlnlly quick into Uls stride, and Cars- 
lake lias no doubt that the gray has no siqnTior 
among the two-year-olds in tliis respect. The jm key 
imts the crack down as u great horse, and I do i 
think anyom* who saw him i»erform will disagi 
with that opinion. — “Kettledrum” iu Manchester

the water when hoo|>ed. During a recent lonipeti- 
tiou there were twenty- two of these voracious fish 
captured — twenty -one male and one female — of the 
total weight of 583 i>uuuds uiue ounces.

Things Done that Made Ten Broeck the Idol of 
Kentucky in Days Long Past. 

To say that Ten Broeek was the idol of Kentucky 
in his days of glory is stating his case mildly. He 
w-as a wonderful creature and curiosity In regard to 
him was not confined to his native state. Elsewhere 
there was vast admiration for this smasher of rec- 
ords and a desire to see him in action. Ten Broeek 
was a handsome bay horse with a taking way of 
going, and wrlien in the course of the racing of 
1876 and 1877 he presented the racing world with 
the then almost unbelievable records of a mile 
in 1:39%, two miles in 3:27%, three miles in 
5:26% and four miles in 7:15% his loyal wor- 
shipers might well feel Justified in considering 
him a race horse without precedent and beyond 
ordinances. That Aristides should run away from 
him in the first Kentucky Derby and in a tw-o 
and a half mile race at Lexington, or that Parole 
should defeat him In the memorable three-cornered 
race at Pimlico, in wiiich Tom Ochiltree was the 
other battler, made not the slightest difference 
to his devoted followers. These w-ore merely hard 
luck incidents to be deplored in their estimation. 
All the Ten Broeck records referred to have been 
, w-iped out in an age of incomparably faster race 
I tracks, but there is no decrying their surpassing 
merit at the time they were made as truly remark- 
able exhibitions of grand speed and stamina. More- 
over, after his racing was over he w-as a highly 
successful sire and lives in many present-day 
pedigrees. His son, Drake Carter, alone w*as gooil 
enough as a race horse to make the reputation of 
any stallion. Ten Broeck was a m:xtiire of Eng- 
land’s best and this country’s best in breeding, and 
his pedigree was;

That “Graiwl Old Man** of cricket, who, it is 
fomimted, made 80,000 runs and took 7,000 wickets, 
mostly in first-class matches, should have been 
first taught to play by his mother Is not the least 
interesting fact in the life story of Dr. W. G. 
Grace. 

“Willie, Willie, haven’t I told you over and over 
again how to play that ball?** his mother is report**d 
to have said when young Grac*e, after making a few 
runs for the Gentlemen of England against Oxford, 
was caught fnmi a bad stroke and returned to 
the iwivate tent on the ground. 

At that time the doctor was only seventeen 
years of age, “but for twelve months he had been 
making big scores in representative and county 
matches. And no one was more proud of his 
achievements and those of his brother, E. M., than 
their mother, who, whenever possible, attended 
the gain<‘s in which her sons were playing. 

“I taught my sons to play. I used to bowl to 
them,** she once confesseil, and among the treasures 
wlihh Grace most priged were the scrap-books in 
which his mother pasted newspaper reiwrts about 
himself. 

This interesting glimpse of the youth of the 
worhl’s greatest cricketer is provided by “The 
Memorial Hiography of Dr. W. G. Grace.** The 
etlitors of the Ixsik, I»rd Uawke, I^rd Harris and 
Sir Home Gordon. Dart., have had as collaborators 
all the great cricketers who have played with 
Grace. 

The stories in the volume are legion, but one of 
the must humorous suggestions in regard to the 
prowess of Gra«*e was published in a comic paper 
when the doctor was only twenty -five years of 
ago. It read: 

“Tlie S<K'iety for the Improvement of Things 
in General and the Diffusion of Perfect Equality, 
at a meeting to 1 h* held shortly, will submit the 
folhnving propositions: 

“That W. G. Grace shall owe a couple of hun- 
dred or so before batting — these to be reckoned 
against his side should he not wipp them off. 

“That his shoe spikes should be turned inwards. 

“That he shall be declared out whenever the 
umpire likes. 

“That he shall always be the eleventh player. 

“That he shall not be allowed to play at all.** 

HOW THE DOCTOR TREATED HIS CRITICS. 

Veterans agree that Grace had a stubbly beard 
at seventeen, although later prints show him clean 
shaven. “So it would appear that about 1870 or 
1871 he shaved for a while, and then allowed his 
salient characteristic to acquire the flowing nature 
so well remembered later on.** * 

Yorkshire folk will appreciate a story told by 
Canon E. S. Carter. “After leaving Oxford,** he 
says, “I took Holy Orders. I had my first curacy 
in Ealing and used to go to Lord’s whenever I 
could if Yorkshire were playing. One day I said 
to Tom Emmett: ‘Tom, what do you think of this 

young W. G. Grace, who is making such scores?* 
(He was then tw’enty years old.) Tom replied: 
‘It’s all very well against this south country bowling; 
let him come up to Sheffield against me and 
George (Freeman). A few days afterward Grace 
went to Sheffield to play for the South vs. North, 
and in the first innings he scored 122 out of 173, 
with Emmett and Freeman bowling. When Tom 
came to Lord’s shortly afterward I said to him: 
‘Well, Tom. you’ve had Grace at Sheffield; what 
do j-ou think of him now? Tom ansurered, quite 
seriously, ‘Mr. Carter, I call him a non-such; he 
ought to Ik* made to plaiy with a lit tier bat.* ** 

It was Emmett who, w’hen Grace made his 318 
in eight hours against Yorkshire at Cheltenham, 
pathetically remarked ^t the conclusion of the 
first day’s play: “Dang it all, it’s Grace before 

meat, Grace afterward and Grace all day, and I 
exi>ect w’e shall have more Grace tomorrow.** 

Another ecclesiastical admirer. Canon Bells, re- 
lates how Grace brought an eleven from Gloucester- 
shire to play the Marlborough boys. In the train 
he made a bet that lie would get a hundred runs 
and also hit a ball into Sun Lane, a feat that 
had only onc<‘ previously lieen accomplished. 

“I w’as in with him,*’ says the Canon, “and a boy 
called Kem|»e bowled him clean with as fine a 
ball as I ever saw', I think for only three runs, and 
tlierefore neither the century nor the big hit came 
off. He came to chapel in the evening and the 
lines were sung: 

“The s<*anty triumphs hath won, 

'The broken vow 

“I believe it w’as generally thought I had done it ! 
of set puriiose. It was absolutely accidental.” 

One of Dr. Graw’s favorite tricks was to follow I 
up his own bowling so quickly that he often regis- 
tered a c and b. 

In a minor match near Bristol Grace had con- 
tributed a long score, which he followed up by 
capturing the majority of the opposing wrickets. 
Not knowing the capacity of one of the fieldsmen, 
Gract* shouted to him to leave the bull alone, and 
racing at top si>eed himself brought off a magnifi- 
cent catch. The retiring batsman observcul: “The 

next thing that man will do will be to wicketkeep 
to his ow'U bowling.” 

GROUNDSMAN WALKER KNEW HE KNEW. 

Dr. Grac«» w’as a favorite on the Notts ground 
at Trent Bridge, and among his greatest admirers 
was old Walker, the groundsman. 

Walker was ulw'uys strict on the point of 
cricketers not having their pi*eliminary practice near 
the pavilion, for fear they should “smash the win- 
ders.*’ On one o<*casion Dr. Grac*e came out and 
S(‘t his pra<‘tice pitch in the forbidden area. The 
hK*al “pro’s” aw’iritt'il events. Old Walker, how- 
ever, said nothing. So it was suggested he should 
“go shift” Grai'e. Walher shook his head. “No,” 
he said, “you s«*e, ’e knows when* *e’s ’itting ’em. 
ami you can’t say that of the others.” So the doctor 
was aIlowe<l to practice in |>eace. 

Grace and his brother, E. M., could quarrel on 
occasions. “I w’as once batting for Surrey vs. 
Gloucestershire,” says C. W. Burls, the old Surrey 
amateur. “The doctor was bowling and his 
brother, fielding at i>oint. came creeping in untii 
he looked as if he (*ould make a grab at my bat. 
Well, I Just turn a ball and he was literally right 
on to me. ‘How’s that for obstructing the field?* 
he sang out. ‘Obstruction he blowed! bellowed l>r. 
Grace; ‘why did you not catch tlio ball instead of 
trying to bambooale the umpire.* ** • 

The doctor never played for his average, but there 
was an occasion in his later days when, playing for 
London County, he thought of it. It was the last 
match of the season, and someone mentioned that 
Murdoch averaged seventy and Poidevin ninety -nine. 
“And wliat do 1 average?’* asked Grace. “If you

WASHINGTON. D. C.. November 10.— Labor lead- 
ers predicted today that international officers of the 
United Mine Workers of Amerca, meeting at Indian- 
apolis, would not call off the coal strike as directed 
by Fe<h*ral Judge Anderson, whatever the legal con- 
sequences might be. One of the spokesmen for the 
miners* organisation said he doubted if Acting Pres- 
ident Lewis and his as/weiates had the i>ower, even 
if tlH*y had the inclination, to comply with the man- 
date. “The strike was ordered by a delegate con- 
vention in the event tl)e operators refused to grant 
our demands,** the spokesman said, “and Lewis 
merely carried out inctructions in ordering th”> 
strike. The convention must call it off.** 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 10 .— “Tlie situa- 
tion is in the hands of the court. The sovereignty 
of America must be upheld.** This statement was 
made at the White House today relative to the coal 
situation and the declaration or the American Feder- 
ation of Labor in supi>ort of the strike. President 
Wilson stands ready to appoint a tribunal for the 
settlement of the trouble if the miners comply with 
the order of the courts, it was announced at the 
White House. I’ntil the <M*der of the courts is com- 
plied with the situation will rest with the judiciary, 
it was stated. One high official stated today that 
it appeared like “another Fort Sumter.** 

CHICAGO. 111., November 10. — Chicago voters de- 
feate<l the fifty -w’anl nfeasure proposed at the elec- 
tion last Tuesday by 5,297 votes. An announc-ement 
to this effect was made today by the board of 
election commissioners following an official canvass 
of the vote cast in all wards. An error in the un- 
official computation of the vote w'as resimnsible 
for the announcement that the fifty -ward plan had 
lK*en victorious by 859 votes. 

Major Arthur Partridge, who has been acting as 
official starter for the Trans-Atlantic flights, has 
just got back from Newfoundland looking hale and 
well. He says that the airplane is being used 
to a .considerable extent for the development of seal 
fisheries, and that the value of the catches has 
been much increased since light seaplanes were in- 
troduced to seek out and follow up the herds of 
seal. — London Graphic. 

YOUNGSTOWN, O., Nov. 10. — Numerous clashes 
between pickets and deserters from the strikers* 
ranks marked the opining of the eighth week of 
the steel strike here. Observers estimated 2,000 
additional workers returned to the steel plants to- 
day. Joe Gradutich, 4 picket, wdio is alleged to 
have attacked a mill worker at his home, was 
stabbed and may die. 

PARIS, France, November 10 —Field Marshal von 
Mackensen, who was one of Germany *s most suc- 
cessful commanders on the eastern front against 
the Russians anif Roumanians, is to return to Ger- 
many from Saloniki. The supreme council decided 
today to permit his return, taking into consideration 
his ago and pixjr health. He is nearly 70 years of 
age. 

COLUMBUS, O.. November 10.— Fate of the fed- 
eral prohibition amendment was made more uncer- 
tain today as additional official returns were tabu- 
lated at the office of the secretary of state. The 
official returns from 86 of the 88 counties tabu- 
lated at noon gave tlie drys a lead of only 45 votes 
in favor of the amendment. 

LONDON, Englaml, November 10.— The committee 
on tlie Irish problem has submitted a new home rule 
proposal to the cabinet. It provides for two Irish 
legislaturi's, one for Ulster and one for the re- 
maimlcr of Ireland, with a council made up of 
iHlual delegations from each, the Times reported 
today, 

RIO JANEIRO. Braxil, November 10. — The chamber 
of deputies has approved the Versailles peace treaty 
without discussion or amendment. It now will go 
to the senate. Deputy Joaquin Osorio praised the 
work of President Wilson at the peace conference, 
characterizing him as the world*s leader of human 
progress. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 10. — Crop produc- 
tion estimates issued Saturday by the department of 
agriculture in its November crop report include: 
Corn, 2,910,250,000 bushels; buckwheat, 20,120,000; 
IKitatoes, 352.025,000; sweet iwtatoes, 102.046.000; 
tobacco. 1,316,533,000 i>ounds; flax seed,* 9,450,000 
bushels. 

VALPARAISO, Chile, November 10.— The strike 
calle<l early last week in the <*opper mines of the 
Brad<‘ii company at Rancagua, forty miles south of 
Santiago, has been settled. Eight thousand miners 
had been idle. Other labor difficulties in Chile have 
be<‘n reconciled and good feeling exists between 
employers and w’orkmen. 

LONDON, England, November 10. — Great Britain 
has no intention of oiM*ning peace negotiations with 
Lenine and Trotzky until the house of commons has 
had an opportunity to discuss the subject, Bonar 
Law. the g<»vernment leader, d€*clared in tlie house 
today. 

MEXICO CITY, Mexico, November 10.— Virginia 
Salinas Carranza, wife of President Carranzii of 
Mexico, died yesterday afternoon at Quertaro. Seuora 
Carranza had been ill for four montlis, and all hope 
for her recoverj' was abandoned several days ago. 

FARGO, N. D., November 10. — Western Minnesota 
and eastern North Dakota were in the blizzard belt 
today. Snow', driven by a twenty -five -mile wind, 
prevailed through the night and wntiniied to fall 
this forenoon. The temiierature is moderate. 

BERN, Switzerland, NovemlxT 10. — The Swiss 
parliament met today in extraordinary session. It 
will 1 m* principally called upon to consider the qiies- 
titui of Switzerland’s adhesio:i to the league of 
nations.

Wlieu 
Dr. Grace asked him w’here he w'ould like to go in. 
he answered: ‘Well, doctor, I don’t mind, but 

I’ve never made a “duck” iii my life.* 

“ Dr. Grace looked at him as only he could look, 
and said: ‘Wliat, never made a blob in your life? 
Then last is* your plac*e; you haven’t played long 
enough:* ”~Tid BiU. 
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
